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Continuation of 11 . NOTE: Applicant submits that Walker does not disclose a device or method wherein the maximum starting current is 
used to determine the surface. Applicant submits that col. 3, lines 40-55 describes that the electrical current flow is disabled "in response to 
the electrical current flow reaching or exceeding a predetermined level." But this passage is only concerned with the issue of avoiding over 
currents — the surace of the article (counter-electrode 1 00) is neither explicitly nor implicitly mentioned. Applicant further argues that with 
respect to col. 7, lines 56-58 in the reference discloses that data relating to the surface are fed to the PLC 130. Again this portion is silent 
on the claimed features of using the maximum starting current to determine the surface. 

Continuation of 1 1. NOTE: In response to Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 1 and 13 and reading the claims in the broadest 
sense, Walker teaches obtaining a maximum current at the start of the immersion coating since the reference measures the level of the 
electrical current flow through the counter-electrode and one or more of the electrodes in the electrocoat paint bath; and then disabling the 
electrical current flow reaching or exceeding a predetermined level, thus being able to obtain a maximum starting current. Therefore, once 
the current reaches a predetermined level the maximum current is measured. Further, in response to Applicant's arguments, the VCO 
controller provides a measurement of current or other information to a programmable logic controller (PLC) or other manufacturing process 
control or computing device to determine a desired pain film thickness on the counter-electrode which in the broadest sense relates to 
Applicant's claim 13. 
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
